The name, “Emergency Shelter” has been blacked out on 
the sign in front of the Lee County building of that name 
so that progress can be made on the structure. 

Wilma Kelley, executive director of Beattyville Hous¬ 
ing, said Tuesday that in order to get plans approved by 
the state the purpose of the building in West Beattyville 
is being temporarily changed from an emergency shelter 
to a warehouse. 
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Kelley said plans for the building had been sent to the 
state for approval. She said a return call instructed her 
that two items, a stair plan and workers compensation 
certification had to be sent. 

She said that work would begin when funding is secured 
to first use the building as a warehouse. Then, as more 
funding comes in the purpose would be changed to a food 
distribution point. 

The final stage, which Kelley would like to see before 
next winter, is to have the building ready as an emergency 
shelter.

Council sworn into office 


^Beattyville Mayor John Smith Monday evening swore in 
members of the incoming city council, including new members 
Jon Allen and Tyler Phillips. 

In a brief ceremony during the council’s regular monthly meet¬ 
ing, Smith also swore in returning members Sam Cockerham, 
Mitch Cornelius, Charlotte Hogan and Teresa Mays. 

Also during the meeting, the council gave second reading, and 
so then approval, to a new nuisance ordinance. The ordinance 
addresses dilapidated buildings, and the process the city is to use 
to have them fixed or eliminated. 

Council Member Cornelius told Police Chief Greg Brandenburg 
that a larger police presence is needed at high school basketball 
games. 

He said that an incident Saturday night almost got out of 
control. 

Incoming member Allen agreed. 

Mayor Smith said that he would approach the school admin¬ 
istration about the issue. 

The mayor gave a financial report that showed all funds op¬ 
erating in the black. The General Fund was $22,608 to the good 
for November and $114,322 in the black year to date. 

He said property taxes continue to be collected, and will be 
for the next couple of months. The revenue declines over the 
period, and will eventually put the city in a cash-flow problem 
early next year. 

Revenue for October was $205,966. That declined to $99,662 


in November. 

The Garbage Fund is in the positive by $27,565 so far this 
fiscal year. Sewer is in the black by $20,066 and Water is plus 
$58,134. 

Smith reported that divers had inspected the intake at the water 
plant, and found no obstruction. However, he said that the amount 
of air blown off the lines would probably be increased, and that 
action would be taken more often. 

High water, caused by heavy rains or the release of impound¬ 
ment from Buckhom Dam creates problems at the plant because 
more debris is in the river. That causes the plant to lose flow. 

The mayor thanked outgoing council members Stephen Begley 
and Richard Adams for their service to the city. 

Council went into executive session to discuss a personnel 
matter.

Jobless rate 
continues 
down 

Ijee County’s unemployment rate con¬ 
tinued to decline in October, according to 
the Kentucky Office of Employment and 
Training. 

The September rate was 8.6 percent. It 
declined to 7.7 percent for October. The 
October 2013 rate was 12 percent. 

Jobless rates declined throughout the 
Kentucky River area. 

The other counties, along with their 
September and October rates are: Breathitt 
- 8.6 percent to 7.5 percent; Knott - 10.2 
percent to 8.8 percent; Leslie -11.4 percent 
to 9.8 percent; Letcher -10.9 percent to 10.2 
percent; Owsley - 9 percent to 7.9 percent; 
Perry - 8.9 percent; and Wolfe - 8.9 percent 
to 7.9 percent. 

Boone County had the lowest unemploy¬ 
ment rate in October at 4.1 percent. Jackson 
County’s 11.7 percent was the highest in 
the state. 

Unemployment statistics are based on 
estimates and are compiled to measure 
trends rather than actually to count people 
working. They do not include unemployed 
people who did not look for employment 
within the past four weeks.

In order to replace a drainage pipe, the 
Kentucky Department of Highways plans to 
close KY 2017 in Lee County on Saturday, 
Dec. 13. The road will be closed at mile- 
point 1.2, near Primrose. The project will 
begin around 8 a.m. and will continue until 
approximately 3 p.m. During this time, the 
road will be closed to all through traffic. 

No marked detour will be posted, but 
drivers can use KY 708 and KY 52 as a 
detour route. Motorists should plan their 
trips accordingly.

STARING AT SCREENS CHANGES TEAR COMPOSITION 


In an effort to isolate the 
causes of eye strain, which is 
one of several major symptoms 
of “dry eye” disease, research¬ 
ers, analyzed the tear fluid of 
office workers who spend long 
periods of time peering at com¬ 
puter screens. They found that 
those who spent the most time 
looking at their monitors had 
the lease amount of the protein 
(known as MUC5AC) that is 
secreted by cells in the upper 
eyelid to create the mucus 
layer in tears (“tear film”) that 
keeps the eye moist. In fact, the 
workers who spent the most 
time watching their computer 
screens had MUC5AC levels 
that approached the levels seen 
with individuals diagnosed 
with dry eye. Treatment with 
artificial tears can help. 

You may experience dry 
eyes in certain situations, such 
as on an airplane, in an air- 
conditioned room, while riding 


a bike, or after looking at a 
computer screen for a few 
hours. Treatments for dry eyes 
may make you more comfort¬ 
able.

A different view

Someone once told me 
to be a ‘critical’ listener. I 
would add to listener, hear¬ 
er, observer. In this context 
it means exhibiting care¬ 
ful, precise judgments and 
evaluations. 

Yes, I’m still stuck on Eze- 
kial 14:4. Psalm 1:12 tells us 
that that “Blessed is the man 
whose delight is in the law 
of the Lord and in His law 
he mediates day and night. 
I have certainly mediated on 
that verse a lot. 

In I Corinthians 10 Paul

You 
could fall flat on your face as 
easily as anyone else. Verse 
14 in the Amplified Bible 
says, “Therefore, my dearly 
beloved, shun (keep clear 
away from, avoid by flight if 


need be) any sort of idolatry 
(of loving or venerating any¬ 
thing more than God).” 

Back in Ezekial 14:4, Let 
me define a couple of words:
